The Pace of Change in Spain 


Bravo. again, for Spain. The cheering 
crowds that greeted the return uf the veteran 
Catalonian leader. Josep Tarradellas, to 
Barcelona this week paid tribute also ta the 
skill with which the Madrid government is 
shedding the legacy of the Franco dictator- 
Ship. 

Tarradelias was coming home to assume 
the presidency of a re-established regional 
government of Catalonia, one of the coun- 
try's most industrialized regions.

YVASEINGTON—My interest in 
Panama goes back to the 
1940s. I have friends on both 
ends of that country’s political 
spectrum. As a matter of fact. 
my firs, introduction to the 
Panamanian situation was in the 
1930s when Harmodio Anas was 
president. He was probably the 
best-liked figure in all of Latin 
America and one of the very few 
Presidents who has ever com- 
pleted a term.

I was appalled when Gen

Student riots that took place in 
1964, then-President Lyndon 
Johnson told the world that there 
would be a gradual return of the 
canal to Panamanian possession. 
There were still no outeries irom 
the people who are now com~ 
plaining, bur these acts, plus 
tommon decency to the dignity 
of Panama, demanded a τὸ- 
evaluation of our treaty. 

Now, let's take these new trea- 
ties for what they are. We do 
not give up one active military 
installaticn for the next quarter 
of 8 century. We do transfer i 
Panama in the civil canal area 
governmental activities a3 police 
and fire protection. civil) admin- 
istration, post offices, courts, 
customs, garbage collection and

American, and four Panamanian, 
These four will be selected by 
the United States from a list 
Proposed by Panama. This board 
of directors will not haye any 
authority or. our military bases. 
which we will have there for a 
‘quarter of a century under the 
terms of the treaties. ᾿ 


Jobs Ensured 


‘The treaties ensure the jobs of 
all U.S. citizens working on the 
canal and their continued use of 
their rented homes at the present 
rate, which averages $150 4 
month, including utilities, garbage 
collection, sewerage. upkeep of the 
grounds and maintenance of 
buildings. All this is guaranteed 
to each until retirement or com- 
pletion of his contract. 

When these responsibilities are 
transferred to Panama, the Canal 
Co. will also transfer $10 million 
a year of the toll charges, 1 
doubt if this will cover the 
operating costs, So does our gory- 
ernment. ‘Therefore,. this U.S. 
Canal Co. Agency, which, will still 
be running the canal for the next 
20 years, will be instructed to 
raise the toll charges 30 cents per 
ton, or about 0.00015 cent per 
pound, to be given to Panama to 
cover such contingencies as in- 
flation plus rental for tne 120,000 
acres that the United States will 
continue to hold for its military 
installations. This added toll 
charge could amount to $40 mil- 
Yion in the years to come—but

YOREK.—It may sound 


I funny coming from someone 
whose airline passengers he's try- 
ing to lure away, but hooray for 
Freddie Laker! With his Barnum 
& Bailey enthusiasm, he's man- 
aged to restore some good-natured 
fun to our industry. But we owe 
him aa even more important vote 
of thanks. 

In his own flamboyant way, 
he's focused tremendous public 
attention on something the rest 
of us have been trying to get 
qcross with mixed success: These 
days, there are some remarkable 
bargains in air travel. 

Twenty years ago, when a New 
York subway ride cost 15 cents, 
when it cost three cents to mail 
8 letter within the United States, 
and you could buy a new Chevy 
for less than $2,000, the cheapest 
round-trip ticket from New York 
to London would have cost you 
$425. . 

Today the subway’s 50 cents, 
the 13-cent stamp is about to 
become extinct, and the cheapest 
model Volkswagen will set you 
back more than $4,000—but you 
can fly tu London and back for 
$236 on a no-reservations basis, 
and for $20 more you can fly 
TWA, Pan Am, British Airways 
and others with a reservation. 


Miracle

Myth No. 1 is that there's an 
international big-airline “cartel” 
that conspires to keep fares at an

Benefits 

What has happened ‘historically, 
ii fact, is that the members agree 
to set their fares at the lowest 
level they can get everyone to 
accept. For example, even before 
Skytrain, under certain applicable 
conditions, you could have bought 
8 scheduled-airline ticket to Lon- 
don and back for as little as $350. 

IATA enables the transatlantic 
traveler to enjoy some other very 
real benefits. Because of its

Nets Miss a Payment, 
NBA Franchise in Peril

NEW YORK, Oct. 38. (NYT).— 
Roy Boe. president of the New 
Jersey Nets, turned up at a meet- 
ing at Madison Square Garden 
here last night and met with Mike 
Burke, president of the Knicks, 
but no money changed hands. 


Boe failed to make a payment 
after he had said that he had 
the 8320,000 indemnification, part 
of the $4 million due the Knicks 
for allowing the Nets into their 
National Basketball Association 
territory. The Net franchise ap- 
pears in jeopardy. 

“{ don't know what his game 
plan is,” said Burke. “All I know 
is, he showed up and failed to 
pay the money. If he has it, he 
didn’t show it to us, 1 don't 
know what he wants clarified. 
When the Nets came into the 
lergue, they agreed to pay the 
Enicks a ${-million indemnifica- 
uon They made the first pay- 
ment of $800,000 and asked and 
got two extensions of the second 
payment and failed to meet those 
deadlines.

The $320.000 payment was 
originally due on Sept. 15 but the 
Nets requested ἃ onemouth 
extension. After the extension 
passed, they asked for an sda 
tlonal seven-day extension and, 
when that passed, Burke pro- 
nounced the Nets in default. 

While watching the Nets los- 
ing their fourth game Wednesday 
night, 113-110 to Atlanta before 
a crowd of 2,132, Boe had said, 
“Our attorney has had the check 
for $320,000 since last week. We 
just want the papers signed on our 
move to New Jersey before we 
make the payment.” 

‘The Nets have proven trouble- 
some for the Knicks since they 
were permitted Into the NBA. 
Originally, when the Nets left 
the defunct American Basketball 
Association, they played their 
first NBA season at the Nassau 
Coliseum Uniondale on Long
